The June Class

(1) 


On the third day of September in the 
year of our Lord nineteen hundred and 
twenty-three, the JuneeClass of ’27 en- 
tered North High School. The feelings 
of these one hundred seventy -three 
freshmen were much the same as those 
of the early pioneers of our country. 
Here we were with four long years 
ahead of us, years of success and fail- 
ure, years of hard work and good times, 
years of disappointments and triumphs. 
Would they be a success or a failure? 


Our first impression of North High 
was one of a strange and woefully mixed 
up place: students rushing headlong to 
their class rooms, bells ringing at vary- 
ing periods, and strange talk of “aori- 
cola” and x? by our teachers, Our first 
week was a constant nightmare, for, in 
spite of our constant trying to remem- 
ber the locations of our different class 
rooms, we were lost time after time. 
To add to our woes, the friendly Sopho- 
mores delighted in giving us wrong di- 
rections. But after the first week, we 
began to get settled, and to realize that 
we were in high school. 


Just as the settlers in colonial times 
had to work before they could obtain 
the luxuries of life, so it was with us in 
our colonial period of High School. 
However, we soon began to reap the 
harvest of our labors.

Robertson, and James Jenkins.  Al- 
though this year was one of hard work, 
our group enjoyed two hikes into the wil- 
derness along the Big Cuyahoga River, 
and History students indulged in a gay 
“Festival of the Ages.” The latter was 
a festive occasion and one we shall 
always remember. 


(3) 


During the third year of our exist- 
ence, we must have felt that we were 
entitled to a respite from serious work, 
for we surely had one long, enjoyable 
holiday. Of the boys, Miss Kempel is 
quoted as saying, “To say they were 
wild is putting it mild.” But, after all, 
we were just “diamonds in the rough.” 
The only outstanding event of the year 
was the Junior party. On the whole, the 
class needed no diversions, for, as one of 
the faculty said, “The June Class of ’27 
as Juniors, had no need for parties, their 
life was one continuous round of good 
times.” 


(4) 


On Septemeber 5 1926, the June Class 
of ’27 entered its last year in high school. 
At last we had reached our goal; at last 
—we were Seniors! We were eager to 
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celebrate our new found independence; 
and finding that we could not do this in 
the classroom, we did so by having a 
“Hare and Hound Chase.” The follow- 
ing of the trail made by the Hares was 
no easy task as many of our illustrious 
classmates can testify. Up hill and down 
hill we followed the trail, and then— 
rain, rain, and still more rain, just gobs 
and gobs of rain, rain, rain! Undaunted, 
we trudged on, all of us drenched to the 
skin. The girls (for once) forgot about 
their complexions, and it surely was a 
treat to see the sedate senior boys walk- 
ing about barefooted, their trousers 
rolled to their knees. Eventually the lost 
groups arrived ard were welcomed by a 
big roaring fire, and the half-cooked 
roast of beef. This “Hare and Hound 
Chase” will always remain the outstand- 
ing social activity of our high school 
days, for it the embodiment of 
wholesome fun and good sportmanship.

About the first of December our rings 
arrived, and we proudly displayed them. 
Here, indeed, was an emblem of our 
sovereignty. No longer were we a 
pioneering colony, but a great and thriv- 
ing nation governing ourselves. We had 
acquired the period of maturity in our 
history, and had gained a place of re- 
spect among the surrounding settlements. 
The most notable of our achievements 
was the Senior Prom. The Christmas 
plan was carried out in every detail, and 
the auditorium was resplendent with the 
beauty of Christmas-tide: on the stage 
was a blustering snow-storm, on the 
walls were bunches of holly, on all sides 
were Christmas trees, and hanging over 
the middle of the floor was a large 
branch of mistletoe.

and about two weeks before our mid-year 
exams, we were shocked to hear that 


Miss Rook had fallen on the ice and 
broken her leg and would not be with us 
for some weeks. This left the class on 
its own initiative and it responded in a 
fine manner. Almost all of us survived 
the “exams,” and we became the head 
class of the school. 


Our last semester at North started 
strangely with a substitute teacher, and 
we were glad to welcome Miss Rook 
back. Then events followed in rapid 
order: we chose our class flowers, class 
motto, and class song, this last was com- 
posed by one of our classmates, Maria» 
Walsh. On the night of April the thirti- 
eth, we were the guests of honor at a 
dinner-dance tendered us by the January 
Class of ’28. Here, in our auditorium, 
ve spent a delightful evening. We hope 
‘at all succeeding parties will be as suc- 
cessful. Socn our glorious days at North 
came to a close, and we graduated on the 
ninth of June, 1927. 


We have recorded only the good times 
of this year; but we could not have en- 
joyed these gala occasions had they not 
come in a year filled with so much labor 
and so many responsibilities that the 
briefest pause for merry-making was 
cause for much rejoicing. 


Thus four years have sped, we have 
developed into a little democracy; we 
have made many mistakes by which, we 
hope, future classes will benefit, we have 
made many advances which, we trust, 
future classes will follow. We leave 
these old gray walls, knowing that if 
we live up to the ideals North has stood 
for, we cannot fail to be better citizens 
of that greater Democracy to which we 
pledge allegiance.

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The Prophecy of the June Class of 1927 


Since anything is possible with the 
illustrious class of June 1927, even 
leather covered annuals, let us not look 
upon the following prophecy with in- 
credulity. In fact, after reading of the 
celebrities which ten years have produced 
from this promising class, there will be 
left no room for doubt that such a—but 
I am getting ahead of my story.

By June all plans had been well 
worked out for the big event, and class- 
mates began to arrive in town—but not 


all of them; some were to be—but again 
I am getting ahead of my story. 


One evening in June, 1937, the Akron 
Alumni and guests arrived at Keith’s 
Palace. Ned Patrick, Manager, had 
loaned our class his theatre for the even- 
ing. We were met at the ticket booth 
by Irene Limric, who handed us tiny 
nose-gays of the class flower. Next in 
the receiving line was “Eddie” Muller, 
Assistant-Manager, who passed us on to 
“Bob” Yount, head usher. When Bob 
had ended his usual line, we were 
ushered to the best seats in the building 
by that flaming youth, “Red” Stewart. 
“Ed” Force, “Tom” Ingersoll and “Art” 
Headlough were also regular Keith 
“conductors.” 


The orchestra was one of the best in 
Ohio. Among the players were “Don” 
Kepple, famous saxaphone player, and 
“Wee Willie Wurth,” the mighty cornet- 
ist. 


The babel of many happy voices remi- 
niscing in excited tones was suddenly 
stilled. Pathe News was flashed upon 
the screen. 


The first picture was of our old class 
president, the Honorable Mervin Robert- 
son, now Secretary of State. He has 
just returned from a trip to his native 
country, Scotland. “Merv” was seen 
showing his ancestral traits by preaching 
economy in Congress. 


The Honorable Charles Walker and 
his wife, nee Evalyn Warner, were 
shown returning from abroad. Charles 
is now speaker of the House. We re- 
called the days when Charles received 
his early speech training in Mr. Smith’s 
Speakers’ Club. 


Russell De Young and Harry Butters, 
geologists of a foremost Eastern univers- 
ity, have just returned from an explora- 
tion trip in Greenland. We know that 
they were successful as they were the 
“Hares” in the senior “Hare and Hound 
Chase. 
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The next picture was of the New York 
typing contest in which Sylvia Flaska 
won the silver cup for having an almost 
perfect record. This was not surprising 
since Sylvia used to make such enviable 
records in Miss Reed’s typing class. 


Alice Milford, who used to be a great 
Censowe leader, was shown in the midst 
of a group of Chinese school girls. Alice 
has been very successful in organizing 
Girl Reserve Clubs in the schools. of 
China. 


The next scene was of Dorothy Shaw, 
photographed as she was speaking in the 
Los Angeles public autitorium. Dorothy 
is national president of a college women’s 
association. 


The Vitaphone came next. We heard 
Marian Walsh, our class song composer, 
singing one of her own compositions, 
“Thanks for the Aeroplane Ride.” 


The comedy followed immediately. It 
was a comedy of comedies which could 
be produced only by the Moneypenny 
Production Company. 


Several mishaps had delayed the 
premier performance of this piece. One 
of these was the loss of two reels, in- 
curred when Mr. Harold Bishop, prop- 
erty man, got too close to some rolls of 
films.
